This 
is prepared by mixing a cup of half 
milk and half water with a table­ 
spoon of flour. 
Thorough stirring 
of the gravy in the kettle, after the 
chicken is removed, makes a thick 
tasty gravy. 
I suppose that I al­ 
ways stir my dishes longer than 
anyone else would, because I love 
the rhythmic swing, which I always 
accompany by tlue melody of my 
favorite song*'.
